Assuming thie metal to be the offspring of 
spuria, wi tnnat believe the generating principle 
to be in the galvanic or other electric forces, of 
the atmoephere, which, acting upon the matrix 
of upon certain of it. constituents, haa prodaced 
wholly s ad palely the auriferous compound; and 
farther, that those forces, always at work, ace 
elaborating the tame reault continuously. It 
will thence appear, that were the yrosent mines

I be Ibe end achieved by a correspondent 
period of time- : — but how to measure this 
period of time we cannot tell ! many millione, 
fflt million! of milliona or tuna may hare 
risen and act since the first small pellicle of gold 
ptstrnded itself from the enveloping quart ■ ! 

Had the production of gold. In Its regular form, 
arisen from the incandescence and subsequent 
refrigeration of our planet, or had this 
mineral been evolved in the intermittent 
•kfcsaval and fracture of tha crystalline 
neha, it is manifest that Instead of being lodged 
ewelaaivtly with one simple substance, it would 
■aire permeated many others now unknown to 
it, and have been indiscriminately hurled hither 
and (hither in ineibricable confusion, over and 
among all manner of materials and in every 
imaginable position, Beeidee, aa another in- 
stance ut point, those volcanic throes which 
oontiaut to the prase*! hour to dislocate, shatter, 
aod rend tbe crust of the earth, have added 
nothing to our stock of wealth from tha aahos 
nil lavas vomited and diffused Over and 
throughout every climate under the heavens. 
Seppoaiag the rut aegregatume, lode*, and 
tataa of quarts to be the collected bodies orthat 
case portion of the igneous rocks precipitated 
(during die mol.en epoch) iota tbe cricks and 
ehaima of the cooling strata of deep-aea 
detritas, haw is it poeelble that these maeera 
ahould alone have received the rich ingrediom, 
a a previous aaanlty or arasigamaUon had 
1 i Neither is it apparent that silica— 
ad by nature in hrr gnat subter- 
Tasean cavern a front the eleroentary 
ehargea— required to be even thu* meta- 
mnrpboeed and rudely erupted to give 
birth to gold, when we see it minutely 
intermixed with the plutonic roeka, and in that 
atete Uhewiae yielding its finely grained metal, 
in precise proportion to its own divisional con- 
tent*, or more clearly aa in granite, where the 
•Jtjartx shows itself only in fractional but con- 
tinual disaeminatlon, the golden atoms produced 
are equally fractional. 

OouJ is sometimes found impregnated with 
fad embedded in iron, but ai, when e goosed to 
a certain degree of U tana* heat, it will emit a fine 
Subtile vapour, sufficient for the formation of 
other fluid mtjtaln. and moreover as such an alloy 
is only found within the range of country where 
auriferous quarts does, or did prevail, it requires 
An etmngih of percept! jd to (Hatinguieb. th- cause 
of this, whilst witnessing tbo effect, or to deter- 
mine the agency through whoer means the other 
wise unfamiliar cornelian was c msuiamavd. 
Thus, then, the iireeence of gold throughout dte> 
tinct portions of that huge volume of silea which 
pillars up the warld in every direction, and 
having a mechanical, if not a chemical affinity 
with ao many of tlic more ignoble metalliferous 
formations, beapeake the likelihood of hi 
having entered into the enmponition of various 
foreign masse* by iho agency or extreme hest, 
and dating thoir rute of fusion, and in which 



it repeatedly exposes itself:— aa in the 
ores of silver, copper, lead, fcc., but nevei largely 
or in deBned fragments, lamiutu. or powder. 
Again silver, copper, platinum, rhodium, fee, 
•ffiliite thsmwlves with gold, although usually 
in such trifling proportion*, aa scarcely to affect 
its character. 

The slrangest delusions as to the origin nf gol j 
exist, and the crudest of opinions are every, 
where met with, indeed, it may be said that on 
this subject each Individual, wbo has ever

Johnson " \ pollution" and " a conceit")

(Jranting that quarts, under certain conditions, 
is the lohrnaiYii of gold,— and 1 confess that 
the atroogeet reasons appear to ms to favour 
the supposition.— it is probable that the pheno- 
mena of the tipper air and aubterrene agents, 
such as ths electric currents, explosions, and 
jets of compreaeed stream perpetually labouring 
through the chasms of the superposed strata, 
acting upon the several miuerala cither silictnua 
or otherwise, have (from the specific qualities 
of the buses of these minerals, or of their 
gaeeoui or other primary principle) been the 
grand producers of most or all the metallic 
solida, governed by unknown auxiliary forces, 
or by other more remote tawi which ate 
neither yet understood, reduced to order, or 
drawn within the pale of scientific research. 
We only know that these metallic bodies are a 
fact in creation, and that tbeir disposal and 
physical conformity, prove ait arrangement and
